c . Stated that the defected MIG pilot had made a broadcast over 
BBC and he had undertaken to obtain a transcript of this broadcast. 

d. Stated he had directed Mr. Pforzheimer to hold up on his talk 
with Senator McCarthy in connection with the "McCarthy List" for the 
time being. The Director stated he was not convinced that a conversation 
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between Pforzheimer and Senator McCarthy was the best way to handle 
this problem and noted he wished to reconsider this approach.
